The  Housing  accommodation  is  totally  inadequate.  There 
have  been  no  nousee  for  the  working  classes,  erected  during  the  yeai 
and  there  are  none  in  the  course  of  erection.  The  Council  were 
prompt  in  formulating  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  50  houses,  which. 
^ . has  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  approved. 

^Ihe  Houses  are  to  be  put  up  in  the  proximity  of  f8rms- 
where  the  need  is  most  urgent..  Land  has  been  secured, 
receiver,  and  it-  is  hoped  shortly  to  begin  building  operations.
